Elvins contended that 
it was no part of the legal duty of Dem- 
ocratic judges to instruct Republican 
voters about anything, and further, that 
the statement as to two Republican 
tickets was false. 

McClung refused to withdraw the let- 
ter, and defended it on the ground that 
it was designed to insure fair play to 
what he called the ‘“‘Roosevelt Republic 
an party.” Roosevelt is the candidate 
of the Progressive party, and the offt- 
cials of that party in St. Louis joined 
in the protest against McClung’s action.

Allies Likely to Want to Dictate 
Peace Terms at Constantinople. 
LONDON, Nov. 4.—The Turkish Am- 


bassador here has been directed by the 
Ottoman Government to inform Great 
Britain of Turkey's wiliingness to re- 


ceive assistance in bringing about a 


suspeasion of hostilities with 


arriving at a peace settlement, 

Military experts here declare that with 
its army of 200.000 men defeated and 
ficeing in two demoralized columns to 
Constantinople, the Turk is forced to sue 
for peace to save his capital. 

The Balkan nations and Greece, now 
that their armies are almost at the 
gates of Constantinople, are persistent 
in their determination that Turkey must 
arrange directly with them, the terms 
of peace without the intervention of the 
European powers. This attitude is cm- 
phasized in a statement from official 
sources Which says: 

“The Turkish proposal of peace is 
satisfactory insofar as it shows a desire 
to prevent further bloodshed. As re- 
gwaras foreign intervention however, 
there seeins to be no chance of the Bal- 
_kan states listening to any foreign coun- 
sels while treating for the arrangement 
of conditions of peace. These must be 
settled between the Balkan states and 
Turkey direct. 


Entire Campaign Prearranged. 

“It may at this stage be declared that 
the whole campaign was prearranged 
and has so far béen carried out entirely 
fn accordance with the program. Fora 
considerable time an officer of the Grea 
military staff, Col. Dousmanis, was en- 
gaged at Sofia preparing the military 
details, while the political program was 
largely, if not entirely, the work of 
Premier Venizelos of Greece. 

“The union of the Balkan states it 
this moment. is more. close,.hearty and 
intimate than it has ever been, for it 
has been welded by blood and common 
sacrifice. There is not the least danger 
that any disagreement as to the division 
ef territory or the positions of the fron- 
tiers will disturb it.

As the burglar fled through the ya‘%4 
Mrs. Fornes raised the window and fir2d 
one shot at him without effect. 

Mrs. Browning said she recognized the 
man as one who came to the house 
Sunday afternoon, pretending that he 
wished to rent a room, and who asked 
many questions and took many notes 
about the arrangement of the house and 
the number of occupants. 

Mrs. Browning for six years was post- 
mistress of Bryan, Ill., she said. Re- 
turning to the office late one night to 
get something she had forgotten, she 
fcund a man there rifling the mail. She 
managed to reach her revolver before he 
saw her. Being too tender-hearted to 
shoot him, she merely held him a pris- 
cner until help arrived, more than an 
hour later. 

Dog Routs Burglars After They Had 
Attacked Woman. 

A fox terrier at 3:39 a. m. Sunday 
routed two burglars who had invaded

Sanger and found his condition critie'. 
He said it required 10 stitches to close 
a wound on Sanger's right arm above 
the elbow.

that the total will not exceed 450 or 
460 for the entire year. 

The Board of Health receives a re- 
port every month on the deaths in every 
city in the State. This report shows 
the cause for each death, Whenever 
the vital statistics report of a city 
shows an unusual number of deaths 


ian from the State University is sent 
to the city‘on the first train. He first 
takes samples of the city water and 
sends these to the university for an- 
alysis. Then he walks over the water 
supply system,.and over all the water- 
shed from which the water is taken, 
closely inspecting the ground and sur- 
roundings to determine any possible 
causes of pollution. 


Tests Made Quickly. 


Within two days after the samples of 
water are taken the contents of the wa- 
ter are known by the chemists and a 
report shows whether or not the water is 
polluted in any way and whether or not 
it carries any typhoid bacteria. If the 
water is not polluted the source of in- 
fection lies in the milk or in some local 


But if the water shows even a very 
small number of typhoid bacteria the 
movable hypochloride plant is shipped 
on the same train with the report of the 
water analgsis, 

The hypochloride plant consists of 
three large tanks, each easily taken 
apart and shipped in crates and the 
three can be set up in an hour. The 
tanks are set up just outside the city 
pumping plant and the mains cut and 
run into the tanks. In the first one the 
water is treated to remove whatever

Campaign Slogans. 


PRESIDENT MADE UNEASY 


Minister, an “Ultimate Social- 
ist,” Proud: He Has Never 
Voted in a Primary. 


NEW TORK, Noy. 4.—President Taft 


Moose preaching in the Church of the 
Messiah, Park avenue and Thirty-fourth 
street, yesterday. 

“Social justice,” the ‘“‘new national- 
ism,” ‘‘moral tssues” and other Roose- 
veltian slogans Were used by the Rev. 
John Haynes Holmes, and the President 
was told that “our free political insti- 
tutions are a farce,”’ but ‘‘a new era is 


here—new men are here.”’ 

The President’s visit to the church 
was unexpected by the pastor. When 
the President arrived he was ushered 
into a center pew about five seats from 
the front. He arrived so early that few 
in the church knew of his presence un- 
tii, at the close of the service, after the 
singing of ‘“‘America,”’ the minister asked 
the congregation to remain standing 
while the President of the United States 
passed out. 

Evidently the President had not read 
in the church notices that Dr. Holmes, 
who is an ardent Bull Moose, would 
preach on “The .Moral Significance of 
the New Politics.”” The minister ad- 
mitted after the service that when he 
knew the President was to be in his 
congregation he debated what course to 
follow. He did not wish to seem dis- 
courteous, but at the same time he had 
planned this particular “sermon for the 
Sunday before election. He- wanted the 
people to hear it; he had announced it 
and had no other sermon. 

President Changes Color. 

During the discourse, when pointed 
references were made to the time cov- 
ered by his administration, the Presi 
dent was seen to shift in his seat and 
slightly change color. It was apparent- 
lv not a spiritual rest and relaxation 
for him, At the close of the service he 
hurried to his automobile. He did not 
stop to speak to anybody. 

Dr. Holmes said to a reporter after 
church: I pride myself that I 
have never taken part in a party 
primary, and so I have never bound 
myself to any party. I never voted 
a ticket without scratching it some- 
where. I'll vote for Col. Rooseveif 
Tuesday and,about the others on the 
ticket I am not ready to announce my 
decision.” 
When asked about his leanings to 
the Socialist cause, the minister re- 
plied: “I am an ultimate Socialiat. 
I am convinced it is coming and that 
it is right, but I am not a party So- 
cialist.”’ 
“There was nothing for me to do 
but. preach the sermon I had pre- 
pared. I admit that {it was Progres- 
sive. But it was the sermen yt had 
prepared.” 

Shocked Boston Unitarians., 
Dr. Holmes, who succeeded Dr. Mi- 
not J. Savage in the pastorate of the 
Church of the Messiah six years agvu. 
has attracted much attention by 
radical views. More than once he 
shocked Boston Unitarianism when he 
was a minister in Boston. The 
Church of the Messiah was Henry H. 
Rogers’ church, and has in its con- 
gregation many wealthy men, but 
last December Dr. Holmes said ia 
that pulpit he would rather be Mc- 
Namara in his cell than an officer of 
the Steel Corporation. He stirred the 
ire of Episcopalians last January by 
saying the money spent on their Ca- 
thedral ought to be used to fight tu- 
berculosis. He said the decalogue 
ought to be revised, and rewritten 
in four of the Commandments. 
When Taft was attacked political- 
ly in 1998 as a Unitarian and some 
sought to stir religious prejudice 
against him on this account, Dr. 
Holmes preached a sermon an

Costs $380 a Day in Interest. 

The bridge, as it now stands, useless to 
the people of St. Louis, is costing them 
approximately $380 a day in interest on 
previously issuetl bonds. There can be 
ne return from the money already spent 
om, the bridge until it is completed and 
ready fon use by railroads, street rail- 
Ways and interurban lines and wagons 
and pedestrians. . 

The completed bridge, according to 
arguments advanced by its advocates, 
will bring many benefits to St. Louis. 
It will save each consumer 20 cents a 
ton on all coal used ih the city; it will 
Save each traveler coming into St. Louis 
from the east and going out the same 
way a 50 cent passenger arbitrary; it will 
give a five cent fare between St. Louis 
and East St. Louis, and open.up a rich 
Southern Illinois trade territory to the 
retail merchants of St. Louis. ' 

In addition to these benefits it will 
enable all Eastern railroads to save from 
39 minutes to one hour in their time 
schedules by giving them a direct over- 
head entrance to. Mill Creek Valley, 
thence to Union Station. 

Every voter should see to it that the 
*“no”’ on his ballot is scratched off. The 
bridge bond issue has been indorsed by 
both the Democratic — Republican 
City committees. ° 

The franchise of the idea wsaire Traction 
Co. over the bridge has been repealed, 
thus eliminating the principal objection 
to the bonds when they were voted upon 
et previous elections. The Southern 
Traction Co. will now have no greater 
rights over the free bridge than any 
other interurban rallway system, which 
would want to use the bridge. 

To use the bridge the Southern Trac- 
tion Co. or any other interurban com- 
pany, will have to get a permit from 
the Free Bridge Commission. 

At the special election Aug. 5, 67,661 
votes were cast on the bond issue prop- 
csition. Of these 43,022 were cast for the 
bridge bonds, and 2,629 against them. 
The proposition failed by only 2078 votes. 
When the bonds were voted on In No- 
vember, 1911, they were defeated, recety- 
ing $1,619 affirmative votes to 20,806 neg- 
ative votes.

@ quick wit and his nimble grasp of 
gmtuations made his presence invaluable 
at second base. 

Huggins Redeems Himself. 

Huggins came to St. Louis following a 
bad year in 1909 with the Reds, at Cin- 
cinnati. At that it was not that Huggins 
Was so bad, that season with Cincinnati, 
but that Egan was playing sensational 
ball and was considered the Eddie Col- 
lins of the league.
